YOU ARE HEREBY NOTIFIED to meet at the Town 
House in said Orange on Tuesday, the 14th day of March, 2006, at 
eleven o'clock a.m. to act upon the following subjects. The polls 
will open for the election of Town Officers at 11 a.m. and close at 
8 p.m. unless the Meeting votes to extend the time. 


ARTICLE 1: To choose by ballot and plurality vote 1 Moderator 
for 2 years, 1 Selectman for three years, 1 Town Clerk for one year, 
1 Town Treasurer for one year, 1 Cemetery Agent for one year, 1 
Overseer of Public Welfare for one year, 1 Budget Committee 
Member for three years, 2 Auditors for one year, 1 Road Agent for 
one year, 1 Tax Collector for one year, 1 Health Officer for one 
year, 1 Supervisor of the Checklist for two years, 1 Supervisor of 
the Checklist for six years, 1 Deeding Agent for one year, 1 Trustee 
of Trust Funds for three years and any other officers required by 
law. 


ARTICLE 2: (By official ballot) To see if the town will amend the 
Orange Zoning Ordinance to include the three amendments as 
proposed by the Planning Board. This article will be voted on by 
official ballot which will contain the following questions:

“Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 3 as 
proposed by the Planning Board for the Orange Zoning Ordinance 
as follows?” 


The Planning Board’s Amendment No. 3 adds a new ARTICLE 


XII. AQUIFER PROTECTION OVERLAY DISTRICT and adds 
associated definitions to ARTICLE X. 


Topical description: These amendments are designed to preserve 
and protect the community’s important water resources: the shore 
land around ponds and lakes and along brooks and streams, the 
wetlands, and the aquifers.

and 158, for the purposes of protecting and enhancing the scenic 
beauty of Orange.

ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to accept the gift of 
two acres of land adjacent to the Orange Town House from the 
Terhune Family Limited Partnership. The land will be maintained 
as an undeveloped natural woodland buffer around the Town 
House to protect and preserve its scenic and historic setting in a 
permanent manner. The Selectmen are authorized to execute such 
documents and take such other action as may be necessary to carry 
out the intent and purpose of this vote.

AUDITOR’S REPORT 
To the Selectmen of Orange, New Hampshire 
Year Ending December 31, 2005 


We extend our thanks once again to the Town Officials for 
their cooperation and assistance in carrying out the 2005 audit. 
Their time and effort is most appreciated. 

First of all we were pleased to see that our recommendation 
from last year was carried out. As of year-end, all expenditures for 
the Police Officer for 2005 had been submitted to the selectmen for 
payment. We appreciate the Police Officer’s cooperation in 
providing invoices to the selectmen in a timelier manner. As per 
the contract, monthly submissions should continue going forward. 
As aresult of this years audit, we have a couple of 
recommendations. 

First, we recommend that all deposits by the Town Clerk be 
made into the Town’s money market account. Due to a change in 
checking account regulations, interest can’t be earned on the 
checking account. The frequency of the deposits should be weekly. 
The treasurer will move funds into the checking account as needed 
to cover the Town’s expenditures. 

Secondly, we recommend the Trustee of Trust Funds 
develop a formal document or voucher to be used for expenditures 
of income from the funds. This voucher should be signed by at 
least 2 of the 3 selectmen and state the reason for the withdrawal. 
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We are required as part of our audit to verify that proper vouchers 
were produced to support expenditures. 

All of the Town’s accounts balanced, and no adjustments 
were required as a result of this years audit. In our opinion, the 
Officer’s reports accurately reflect the financial position of the 
Town of Orange for the year ending December 31, 2005.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 

The Planning Board had a busy and productive year working on 
the top priority goals and recommendations to implement the new 
Orange Master Plan. This report will highlight what has been 
accomplished over the past twelve months. 

At the 2005 Town Meeting, the voters authorized the Planning 
Board to review site plans for non-residential, commercial, and 
multi-residential development. After several months of research, 
review, and revisions, and after a public hearing on June 22, the 
Board voted to adopt Site Plan Review Regulations. Single-family 
and two-family residences will not be affected in any way by these 
regulations since they are both permitted uses under the Orange 
Zoning Ordinance. The adoption of Site Plan Review Regulations 
will provide Orange with another important tool to help guide the 
future growth and development of our community. 

After lengthy research and review, the Planning Board and 
Board of Selectmen in a joint effort adopted an official policy 
regarding the issuance of building permits on Class VI and private 
roads. The basic purpose of this policy is to prevent “scattered and 
pre-mature development”, and to control the costly effects on 
municipal services that “scattered and pre-mature development” 
would require of the Town. 

The Natural Resources Inventory Committee under the 
leadership of Kip Riley, has continued to research, develop, and 
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publish a comprehensive Natural Resources Inventory for Orange 
that identifies our water resources, forest resources, conservation 
lands, prime agricultural lands, wildlife habitat, as well as our 
special cultural and historical resources. The committee, composed 
of Rosemary Haness, Sal Guadagnino, Dave Stacy, Dick Jaeger, 
and Scott Sanborn, has completed the second draft of the inventory 
and will finalize it over the next few months. This detailed and 
mapped inventory will be used to help protect all of our natural and 
historic resources from adverse development. The other important 
accomplishment of this committee was to initiate a petition to the 
New Hampshire Department of Safety requesting a public hearing 
to consider a ban on the use of petroleum-powered motor boats on 
Orange Pond. The testimony at the June 27" hearing was 
unanimously in favor of the ban, and focused on the issues of the 
small size and shallow depth of the pond, preserving the water 
quality, protecting the wildlife habitat, and the safety of swimmers 
and those using row boats, canoes, kayaks, paddleboats, and 
electric-powered motor boats. As a result of the public hearing 
testimony, a ban on the use of motorized vessels using petroleum 
based power on Orange Pond was ordered by the New Hampshire 
Department of Safety. 

For the past year, the Board has been working with Ken 
McWilliams, Principal Planner at the Upper Valley Lake Sunapee 
Regional Planning Commission, to identify and develop 
amendments and additions to the Orange Zoning Ordinance that 
are needed to truly implement the recommendations of the Orange 
Master Plan. After months of study and review, the board decided 
to bring four proposed amendments to a series of public hearings 
held in November, December and January. The four amendments 
are designed to preserve and protect the wetlands, the aquifers, the 
shore land around ponds and lakes and along brooks and streams, 
and the steep slope areas. The four amendments would establish 
the following overlay districts to our present zoning ordinance: 
Aquifer Protection Overlay District, Wetlands Conservation 
Overlay District, Shore Land Overlay District, and Steep Slopes 
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Overlay District. A well-attended community forum was held on 
November 16 to introduce the proposed amendments and get 
feedback from citizens. As a result of that forum, the board made 
several revisions to the amendments.The first official public 
hearing was held on December 14, and as a result of that 
presentation and feedback, the Board decided to withdraw the 
Steep Slopes Conservation Overlay District for further study. The 
three remaining amendments, dealing with protection of our water 
resources, were taken to a final public hearing on January 18. 
These three proposed amendments will appear on a written ballot 
on Town Meeting Day. The Planning Board encourages voters to 
support these amendments by voting yes. 

Based on recommendations in the new master plan, members of 
the Planning Board initiated petitions to place three articles on the 
2006 Town Meeting Warrant: 


- to establish a Conservation Commission, consisting of 5 
members and | alternate to be appointed by the Board 
of Selectmen. The purpose of the commission will be 
to promote the proper utilization and protection of the 
natural resources and the protection of the watershed 
resources of Orange. 


- to designate the undeveloped portion of Burnt Hill 
Road starting at the intersection with Cardigan 
Mountain Road to a distance of 1.4 miles at the 
entrance of the Senter Gravel Pit as a scenic road, for 
the purposes of protecting and enhancing the scenic 
beauty of Orange. 


- to place all future revenue collected from the land use 
change tax in a conservation fund for the purpose of 
possible future acquisition of land for conservation 
purposes. 
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Over the years, many citizens of Orange have hoped that the 
Town could acquire more land around the Town House, which is 
situated on a very small lot only .27 acre in size. In early January, 
the Planning Board sent a proposal to the Terhune family which 
recently purchased the land adjacent to the Town House. The 
proposal outlined the recommendation from the master plan to 
acquire more land to establish an undeveloped natural woodland 
buffer around the Town House to protect and preserve its scenic 
and historic setting in a permanent manner. The Terhune family 
responded with a very generous offer to donate two acres of their 
land for that purpose. An article will appear on the town meeting 
warrant to accept this generous gift. 

Again, I would like to thank the members of the Planning Board 
for their dedication and commitment to our community. And we 
again thank the citizens of Orange for your interest and support, 
and invite you to continue to help us promote our community’s 
vision for the future as stated in the Master Plan: 

“Over the next ten years, Orange should remain a rural 
residential community with a small town atmosphere, 
protecting its natural and historic resources, preserving its 
scenic beauty and rural character, sustaining its uncrowded 
and quiet living conditions, and maintaining those special 
qualities that make Orange a desirable place to live.”

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 2005 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of 
New Hampshire Division of Forests and Lands cooperate to reduce 
the risk of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, 
contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to find 
out if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. A 
fire permit is required for all outside burning unless the ground is 
completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department 
of Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of 
household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire 
department or DES at 1-800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for 
more information. Safe open burning requires diligence and 
responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest 
resources. For more information contact the Division of Forests & 
Lands (603) 271-2217, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


Fire activity was high during the first several weeks of the 2005 
fire season, with red-flag conditions issued by the National 
Weather Service and extreme danger in the southern and central 
portions of the state. This period of increased initial attack activity 
prompted a 5-day ban on open burning, the first such ban in several 
years. Despite the dry conditions, the state’s largest wildfire was 
contained at 29 acres. Our statewide system of fire lookout towers 
is credited with keeping the fires small and saving se3veral 
structures this season due to their quick and accurate spotting 
capabilities. Fires in the wildland urban interface damaged 10 
structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just 
trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland 
fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping 
your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and 
maintaining adequate green space around your home free of 
flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner

Grafton County Senior Citizens Council is a private nonprofit 
organization that provides programs and services to support the 
health and well being of our older citizens. The Council’s 
programs enable elderly individuals to remain independent in their 
own homes and communities for as long as possible. 


The Council operates eight senior centers in Plymouth, Littleton, 
Canaan, Lebanon, Bristol, Orford, Haverhill and Lincoln, the 
information and assistance program Grafton County ServiceLink 
and also sponsors the Retired and Senior Volunteer Program of the 
Upper Valley and White Mountain (RSVP) . Through the centers, 
ServiceLink and RSVP, older adults and their families take part in 
a range of community-based long-term services including home 
delivered meals, congregate dining programs, transportation, adult 
day care, chore/home repair services, recreational and educational 
programs, and volunteer opportunities. 


During 2005, 30 older residents of Orange were served by one or 
more of the Council’s programs offered through the Mascoma Area 
Senior Center: 
* — Older adults from Orange enjoyed 551 balanced meals 
in the company of friends in the center’s dining room. 

* They received assistance with problems, crises or issues 
of long-term care through 14 visits by a trained social 
worker. 

*  Orange’s citizens also volunteered to put their talents 
and skills to work for a better community through 351 
hours of volunteer service. 
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The cost to provide Council services for Orange residents in 2005 
was $3,787.33 


Such services can be critical to elderly individuals who want to 
remain in their own homes and out of institutional care in spite of 
chronic health problems and increasing physical frailty, saving tax 
dollars which would otherwise be expended for nursing home care. 
They also contribute to a higher quality of life for our older friends 
and neighbors. As our population grows older, supportive services 
such as those offered by the Council become even more critical.

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Article 10: To see if the Town will vote to adopt a noise control 
ordinance, pursuant to RSA 31:39 I(n), as follows: 

Town of Orange Noise Control Ordinance 

Section 1 Prohibition. Noise is considered objectionable and is 
prohibited if, either on public property including highways, or at the 
property line of the property where the noise is generated 

(a) The maximum A-weighted noise level exceeds 65 decibels 
between 7 a.m. and 9 p.m. or 55 decibels between 9 p.m. and 7 a.m.; 
or (b) Noise is produced which contains one or more audible tonal 
components not masked by the ambient sound; or (c) The A-weighted 
noise level produced by a noise source exceeds the residual ambient 
sound level that exists without the noise source operating, by 15 
decibels between 7 a.m. and 9 p.m., or by 10 decibels between 9 p.m 
and 7 a.m. 

Section 2 Measurement: Violations under this ordinance shall be 
subject to verification using a sound meter meeting the standards of 
the American Standards Institute(ANSI S1.4-1983 American 
Standard Specification for General Purpose Sound Level Meters). 
The instrument shall be set to the A-weighted response scale and 

the meter to the slow response. Measurements shall be conducted 

in accordance with ANNSI S 12.31 and S 12.32 American 

Standard Meter for the Physical Measurement of Sound. 

Section 3 Exemptions: This restriction shall not apply to: 

(a) Motor vehicles operated on public highways, aircraft, or 

(b) emergency vehicles or signals; (b) Residential, farm or 

(c) forestry equipment such as power tools, tractors, mowers, 

(d) skidders, and saws; (c) Church bells; or (d) Construction sites. 
Section 4 Penalty: Any person who violates this ordinance, or who 
permits activities in violation of this ordinance upon land owned 
by such person, shall be guilty of a violation, and shall be fined 
$275.00 for the first offense, and $550.00 for any subsequent 
offense; each day of violation shall be deemed a separate offense.

YOU ARE HEREBY NOTIFIED to meet at the Town House 
in said Orange on Tuesday, the 15"" day of November, 2005, at 
seven o'clock p.m. to act upon the following subject. 


ARTICLE 1: To see if the Town will vote to modify the elderly 

exemption from the property tax in the Town as provided in RSA 

72:39-b. The question to be voted on as required by RSA 72:39-b, 
I(c), is as follows: 


“Shall we modify the elderly exemptions from property tax in 
the town of Orange, based on assessed value, for qualified 
taxpayers, to be as follows: for a person 65 years of age up to 75 
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years, $25,000; for a person 75 years of age up to 80 years, 
$33,000; for a person 80 years of age or older $50,000. To 
qualify, the person must have been a New Hampshire resident for 
at least 5 years, own the real estate individually or jointly, or if the 
real estate is owned by such person’s spouse, they must have been 
married for at least 5 years. In addition, the taxpayer must have a 
net income of not more than $17,000 or, if married, a combined net 
income of less than $29,000; and own net assets not in excess of 
$70,000.” 

(RECOMMENDED BY THE SELECTMEN)

Discussion; David Stacey asked if the value of the house counted 
as part of the net assets of $70,000? Charlie Sova said the law 
excluded the value of the residence. Bill Fulton said it should be 
house and land (as clarified) The question was moved with no 
more discussion.
